In 80 far as this particular commnni" 
ty IB conoornod^the BUbjoot of education 
appoara to have boon allowed to go by 
dofaalt. Amongst the most important 
of all the sabjouts that oaa oooapy the, 
attention of the people, it ia treated in 
thiaoommuDity as it it were nndeBervfng 
of thOiig»it,«wl» le9IUfll action 'Why 
is this thnsr How Ib H that the largest 
and most wealthy oommunity in the 
United Colony, the metropolis, is desti* 
tute of a Binglo public Sohool ? The very 
thought ia almost etartiing. Ia the fact 
creditable to Victoria? The people ^shift 
the blame on the Govornmont, bocauso. 
Bay they, the present School eystom is 
unworkable, and it is a Govornmont 
measure. The position is, doubtless, a 
convoDient one ; yet it is not altogether 
invulflorable.'''{The,s^yBtomji8 not abso- 
lutely unworkable ; nor can it, in tho 
Btrlotfiensft he regarded as a Govern- 
ment meaBure.Thai the Byslom la a very 
imperfect ono^ and t'jat it has approved 
itself ill adapted to tbe oircamstancoB 
and wants of the couniry goes without 
talking ; yet, notwithstanding all this, 
it is being worked, with more or less 
BUCOOBB, in some communities. Indeed, 
Bomewhat to onr surprise wo oonfeBs, it 
ia pronounced by our Cariboo coiitoiu- 
porary as • in the main liborol and 
equitable.' It cannot bo, therefore, that 
the whole blame of this community being 
without a Binglo pnblio school rests 
with the Government, The people must 
bear their share of blame. And, what 
is more important still, they must boar 
the fall weight of the ill eonseqaencea 
certain to How from such a condition of 
things. One oannot- but bo struck, 
painfully so, with the apparent incon. 
ilstenoy of public sentiment. While 
admitting that education ia omongsi tho 
most important matters that can oognge 
attention,!! is utterly rotusedthat. ation- 
tioa. Mass meetings can bo got together 
in twenty-four hours to denouoco an 
imaginary political griovan e or to con- 
lider a hypothetical political propoaitiou. 
But call a public meoling to cousidor 
the subject of Bo-oallcd popular odu- 
oation, to decide whether or not Victo- 
ria shall have a publio Bohool at which 
all clalBea may ibo;tanght, and less than 
» BOoro of people will attend ! 
These are facts of so painful and diicred 
itable ft character that wo woald great- 
y prefer to conoeal them did not a 
sense of duty forbid such a coorae. The 
Colony i« now entering upon an entirely 
neyr phaseiQf . existence. It is about to 
aMome and - exerpise the rights and 
powers of solf-govommeut. Education, 
intelligence is essential to this new es- 
tate ; and yet the Colony is entering 
upon it with tho doors of knowledge 
closed against the prinolpal community! 
What i8to'be*ii'one ? Public opinion 
appears td'B^Wiifeeome torpid upon tho 
qaesllon. The looal Board of iSduca^ 
tioA B*ems to be concerned only to pay 
afreara duo tho Teachers— and even di- 
vided on that. It would appear to be 
A settled point between a 
torpid pnblio opinion and a 
disunited Board thae •no" attempt is to 
be made to reopen tho public schools 
this year, la it too late to recon«ider a 
decision bo fatal to thu beat interests of 
this community ?

On Sunday morfaing^at' 3 'o'clock a 
meBsage arrived from Burrifd* Inlei to .Dr 
Black requesting bis immeSfnto ottondanco 
there on a mau who had ottempted to oommit 
auioido.
